DISCUSSION 



Under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), a petition requesting that an appUcation be revived on the 
grounds of unintentional abandonment must be accompanied by: (1) the required reply unless 
previously filed. (2) the petition fee as set forth in 37 CFR L17(m), (3) a statement that the entire 
delay m filing the required reply firom the due date for the reply untU the filing of a grantable 
petition was unintentional, and (4) a temiinal disclaimer if the appUcation was filed before 
08 Jime 1995. 

With regard to item (1), the declaration submitted wifli the petition is improper. 
Specifically, the declaration lists four different individuals as the "Sole or First Inventor". 
Furthennore, the declaration spears to be an improper composite declaration. See MPEP 
201 .03, which states that where individual declarations are executed, they must be submitted as 
uidividual declarations rather than combined into one declaration. 

With regard to item (2), applicant has provided the required petition fee. 

With regard to item (3), applicant has provided the required statement.
